“  Rule  I V.  The  Management  of  the  Hospital  will  be  vested  in  a 
Committee  of  seventeen  Members,  in  addition  to  Ex-officio  Members. 
Six  Members  other  than  ex-officio  Members  will  retire  annually  by 
rotation,  except  in  the  third  year  when  five  Members  will  retire. 
These  vacancies  will  be  filled  by  the  Subscribers  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  retiring  Members  being  eligible  for  re-election.  The  vacan¬ 
cies  in  the  Committee  occurring  during  the  year  may  be  filled  by  the 
Committee.  The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  elected 
yearly  from  amongst  the  Members  ,of  the  Committee  at  fhe  first 
Meeting  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  following  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers.” 

Rule  V.  The  following,  with  the  Trustees,  shall  be  Ex-officio 
Members  of  the  Committee  :  The  Medical  Officers,  Dental  Surgeon, 
the  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  two  representatives 
of  the  Hospital  League.  These  Members,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Trustees  and  the  two  representatives  of  the  Hospital  League,  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers.” 

“  Rule  VI.  Six  days’  notice  must  be  given  of  any  Meeting  at 
which  it  is  proposed  to  put  forward  the  expenditure  of  Capital  or 
Revenue  Monies  (other  than  routine  Revenue  expenditure)  or  the 
election  of  Officers  and  Members  of  Committee.  No  notice  is  required 
for  the  Monthly  Meetings  when  the  business  is  of  a  routine  nature, 
unless  directed  otherwise  by  the  Committee.” 

Sub-Committees. 

“  Rule  VIII.  Finance.  Elected  from  the  General  Committee 
at  their  first  Meeting,  following  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers. 
The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  shall  report  monthly  to  the  General 
Committee. 

Repairs.  Elected  as  above,  shall  look  into  and  report  to  the 
General  Committee  on  all  matters  of  general  repairs.” 

Rule  XI V.  In-patients  belonging  to  the  District  will  usually  be 
required  to  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two  guineas  a  week  (chlidren 
one  guinea)  the  exact  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee. 
The  fees  for  Private  Wards  shall  be  seven  guineas  and  six  guineas 
a  week  respectively  for  regular  subscribers,  except  by  express  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Committee.  Special  Nurses,  Theatre  and  X-Ray  fees, 
Dressings,  Drugs,  and  Stimulants  may  be  charged  extra.  Fees  for 
Non-Subscribers  for  Private  Wards  will  be  eight  guineas,  and  six- 
and-a-half  guineas  respectively,  subject  to  the  Committee  as  above.” 

“  Rule  XVIII.  Add  to  the  Rule  concerning  Visitors  : — 

‘  Children  under  five  years  of  age  not  admitted  as  Visitors 

to  the  General  Wards.  No  dogs  admitted  to  any  part  of  the 

Hospital.’ 

Should  the  above  new  Rules,  with  or  without  any  amendments, 
be  passed  by  the  Annual  Meeting,  these  Rules  shall  come  into  force 
as  from  the  time  they  are  agreed  to.
